NOTES ON THE BUDGET 


The cost of running the New Durham schools has 
heen kept as low as possible and maintain the standards. 
The district will need to make deficiency appropriation 
for 1922-1928. 

The cost of schools for the coming year will be 
about the same as the present year as far as the school 
officials can estimate. The district should raise $3,400 
for state aid items for the school year 1928-1924. A $5 
tax will not supoprt the schools with what we can expect 
from the state. What we may expect from the state is 
figured out of the total cost in the budget. Unless $3,400 
is raised, there will be a deficiency to meet at the next 
school meeting. 


The budget makes no allowance for an extra trans- 
portation route that may be necessary. We have an ex- 
tra route this year that we could not count on at the 
last school meeting. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Durham: 

I hereby submit my annual report as superinten- 
dent of your public schools. 

For the school year ending June 30, 1922, the num- 
ber of pupils registered was 65, the. same as last year. 
They were distributed in the several grades as follows: 
Grade I, 11; Grade IJ, 18; Grade ae Daa ra.de LV oe 
Grade-V, 9; Grade VI,.8; Grade VIE,-5;-Grade VIII, 5 
There were 36 boys and 29 girls. Bitty pupils were 
registered at the Plains school and 15 at the South 
school. Four pupils were attending high school. Num- 
ber of visits by school board members was 8; by the su- 
perintendent, 44; by citizens, 74. Three pupils were 
neither absent nor tardy: Edward Gamwell, Lauriston 
Gamwell and Kenneth Moulton. 

Buildings 

Buildings at the Plains and South are in. good 
condition. Larger heaters are needed in the rooms at 
the Plains when the district can afford the expense. — 

School in the Ridge school house was opened in 
the fall with ten pupils. That necessitated an altera- 
tion of the school building at some expense. The out- 
house was so poor that it seemed best to install a chemi- 
cal toilet both for -the sake of economy and sanitation. 
New. blackboards were put in, the walls. and woodwork 
painted, etc. There is need of modern seats and a new 
floor for the building is likely now to be used for some 
vears to come. | 

School Costs | 

Alton and New Durham have joined hands this 
year in maintaining the South school thus transferring 
Mrs. Dealand from the Dealand school to the chapel, 
and dividing the expense. This arrangement is an ad- 
vantage to both towns financially and educationally. 

The school at the Ridge cut out one transportation 
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team, but a new route had to be made for some children 
to the Plains school. The total cost of running the 
schools this year will not differ much from that of last 
vear. 

New Durham received from the state this year 
$540.95. We are likely to get about the same amount 
next vear if we get any part of the appropriation which 
of course is uncertain. What the legislature may do in 
the matter of appropriations no one knows. At least we 
shall not be likely to know until some time after the 
school meeting. New Durham should raise enough to 
go through the year, or about $3,400. With the present 
amount of state aid a 45 tax will not cover the necessary 
expense of running the New Durham schools. 

Teachers and School Work 

The teachers are all doing well and all of them 
are working on minimum salaries. The people of New 
Durham should appreciate their service as no doubt they 
do. 

Noon lunches are successful in all of the schools 
and are physically and socially valuable. 

School entertainments and socials are held from 
time to time where the parents and citizens may have 
an opportunity to come in close touch with the teachers 
and the work of the schools. | 

Conclusion 

I have an increased appreciation of the coopera- 
tion of the school board, teachers and citizens in the con- 
duet of the public schools of New Durham. 

I commend heartily the attitude, effort and work 
of vour children and the results secured. 

I trust that more of the citizens will visit the 
schools and lend direct inspiration to the teachers and 
pupils.

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Naturally some books were worn out and a very 
few were lost; this made it necessary to re-number all 
of them. 

Our total number this year, therefore, is less than 
that given in last year’s report, notwithstanding the new 
books purchased during the year. 

A deposit station has been opened at the home of 
Mrs. Lewis Wentworth on New Durham Ridge, thus 
enabling the people of that part of the town to enjoy the 
benefits of the library. 

The patrons of the library are especially indebted 
to Mr. Oscar F. Kimball, who, acting for Carlton Post, 
G. A. R., of Farmington, tendered the town the gift of 
a fine, large bookcase containing nearly a hundred vol- 
umes of reports giving valuable and interesting data 
connected with the war of the Rebellion. This makes a 
notable addition to our library and one of considerable 
historic value.
